There is probably-no oilier country in the world in which 


there is so much maudlin sentime.nl with reference lo crim- 
inals as there is in the United Stales. 
When a heinous crime 


is committed the people talk about lynching and all that sort 
of thing,'.but usually, before -conviction . is reached a wave of 
sympathy is-worked-iip. The sensational press plays up the 
matter,until many sympathclic.pcople are a<! really lo appeal 
for leniency as the crowd was a few nVonths before to threaten 
the rope and (he lamp posl, while "vociferous applause" lias 
come to be Hie common accompaniment of verdicls of acquit- 
tal in murder cases. And still some short-sighted people con- 
tinue-to wonder-at the prevalence of crime. 
"In a recent sermon Rev. Albert Crabtree, missionary of the 
Episcopal church lo Ihe penal and reformatory institutions of 
Boston, gave a fair sample of the sickly senlimcnl Ihat has 
gained such a foolhold in reccnl years, a sentiment.Unit puts 
courage into the hearts of criminals, and hope in I heir ha-asls 
after they are brought under conviction. 


Mr. Crablree appeared to be particularly inlcrcsled in men 


serving life sentences, which means men convicted of mur- 
der. 
He told of the proporlion of men in a certain Massachu- 


setts, prison who arc serving life sentences, which is a little 
less than one third, nO.d.'.wenl on lo say: "That is an out- 
rageous proporlion. 
Too few life prisoners gel consideration 


for pardons. Very few life men are crooks. 
They are (he 


most trustworthy, most reliable and most honest prisoners we 
have. These men committed their oll'enses in an abnormal 
condition, either under the influence of in'loxicaling liquor or 
in intense anger. 
We have them in prison when they arci 


normal and we find they arc clean, moral men. 
Now why 


should not these men pay their penalty with less than a life 
sentence and be allowed lo come oul and support their fam- 
ilies? They would be ap erfeclly healthful influence on Ihe 


• community.11 


Perhaps, but such talk as this constitutes anything but a 


"healthful influence on the community.'.' 
II disgusts thinking 


people and serves only to make the unthinking and sickly sen- 
timental even more nauseating than Ihey were (o begin will).

The people, except in heated moments immediately follow-1 


ing the commission of some heinous crime, do no! call for un- 
due harshness in dealing with wrong-doers, but those who 
have the public welfare and safety at hearl feel Ihat there is 
danger in carrying leniency too far. 'They feel that when 
sentences of death are commuted lo life imprisonment [he 
sentences should be served, no mailer how "model" Hie 
prisoners may be. 


H would be belter for the country if there were less gush in 


the discussion of crime and !he trealmen! of criminals. 
The 


public is entitled to protection against its vicious elements and 
should Jus.is,l,up.pitijhaving it.
